The Washiugton County Tobacco 
Warehouse Co. last week sold to Messrs. 
R. C. Boblitt, Chas. Camden and J. F. 
Bishop three au irters of an acre of 
land off their lot just West of Spring- 
field for $1,250. The price realized for 
this tract, indicates "how valuable this 
land has become since the Warehouse 
Company has erected its buildings atd 
established a loose leaf market. When 
the company purchased the land it paid 
only $2,000 for the entire tract of 
twelve acres. They have erected there¬ 
on two large buildings and now have in 
the course of construction a large build¬ 
ing to be used as a loose leaf market. 
By the time this is completed it is 
thought that the L. & N. Ry Co. will 
have added to the side track running 
by the buildings, thereby adding to the 
convenience of the tobacco buyers.

The building is a bnck structure and j 
the greatest damage to this was to the 
floors, ceiling and tool and winders 
and doors. 

The flames had gained a great head¬ 
way when the fire department arrived, 
making it next to impossible to save 
any of We contents. The fact that 
[ moat of tihe fixtures are heavy machin¬ 
ery made it a hazardous task to remove 
any of it, and about all that could be 
done was to see it destroyed by the 
mad flames. 

It is not known how the fire origina¬ 
ted. but the most acceptable theory is I 
that it started from coals of fire left in 
some of the apparatus, as some of the 
hands employed there.worked for some 
time afiet supper. Mr. George Miller 
\ proprietor of the plant, was out in the 
ceuntry all day Friday harvesting hay, 
and not having been at the laundry 
i during the day was unable to give a 
j definite theory ms to the probabl • cause 
I of the fire.

A method that has for the past few 
years been used with considerable suc¬ 
cess for causing fowls to pass through 
the molting period early and uniformly, 
consists in withholding part of the 
towls’ food for about two weeks, which 
slops egg production and reduces the 
flesh of the fowls, and then feeding 
heavily on a ration suitable for the for¬ 
mation of the feathers and general up¬ 
building of the system.

A MON STER SKULL 

On* That Was 8aid to Ba Bigger Than 
a Bushel Basket. 

One of the most remarkable finds of 
gigantic human remains of which we 
have any record was that said to have 
been made at Palermo. Sicily, In tbe 
year 1516. wben an entire skeleton of 
unheard of proportions was nneartbed 
by some marble quarry men. These 
mammoth remains measured exactly 
thirty-four feet from head to foot and 
nine feet seven Inches from point to 
point of the shoulders. 

A stone ax buried with this old time 
giant may still be seen at Palermo In 
section -7T of the St. IsoreDt museum 


It is made of a bluish ioeklng. fine 
grained bowlder aDd appears to be 
about two feet eight Inches long by one 
foet broad and Dine inches through In 
tbe thickest place. A musty, rusty look¬ 
ing tag attached to the relic Informs 
the visitor that It weighs fifty-two 
pounds, but the general verdict la that 
it could not weigh over thirty or thlr 
ty-flve pounds. 

Tbe skeleton was burned by a mob 
In the year 1062 during the prevalence 
of the black death at Palermo, the 
Ignorant, superstitious people believ¬ 
ing that It waa connected in some rnys- 
' tedious way with the death dealing dis¬ 
temper. Tbe skull of tbla giant, so 
cording to Abbe Kerregus. "was large¬ 
ly excessive of the baskets sayd to 
bold the buabel. being fitted above and 
belowe withe teeth to the number of 
slxty-fcure. the each of which would 
have weighed two ounces." 

Cavalier Scroy claimed to have found 
a skull on Tenerife that bad slxtj 
teeth.-Westminster Gazette.

The average advertiser will shave off 15 cents a 
thousand on envelopes and a quarter of a cent a pound 
on paper and beat down the printer in price so that he 
is obliged to use a 30-cent ink and by various other 
economies get his material ready for $6 a thousand. 
He will then pay the government $20 for carrying his 
stingy, badly-printed, cheap-looking $6 worth of 
stuff and pat himself on the back for being economical. 

Don’t waste gray matter on your competitor. No 
matter how entertainingly he lies, you go right on 
telling the plain, blunt kind of truth that-mother-used- 
to-make. 

Truth can be made far more entertaining than 
falsehood. Don’t be afraid to call a spade a spade. - 

If the goods are shoddy advertise them as shoddy, 
give good shoddy measure, and charge shoddy prices. 
There are tens of thousands of people who prefer 
shoddy; prefer to eat it, to wear it, to be entertained 
by it. 

If you have news to print about your store—some 
call it advertising—don't order twenty-three styles of 
type with whirligig borders and a crazy, badly-engrav¬ 
ed picture. The mummer on New Year's Day or the 
clown at Barnum’s may look funny, but he couldn't 
make good on the road selling gold watches. The 
advertiser has an idea that the more fool things he 
drags into his copy the more entertaining it is. The 
clown has the very same idea. 

The great thing in all advertising is not quantity 
of circulation, but quality of your copy printed in a 
newspaper the readers of which are able to buy your 
goods.
